THE ASYLUM BILL. 


Governor Kinkead has affixed his 


signature to the bill providing for the 
taking care of the insane of the State. 
A great wrong has been righted. A 
recapitulation of the State apd its peo 
pie is not necessary at this time. Our 
readers have been told the tale so often 
that they know it by heart. There is 
great satisfaction in the thought, that 
the people's money will no longer be 
filched to enrich citizens of another 
State-; of recognition of the rights of 
friends and relations of the insane, and 
that the State has, in a measure, atoned 
for the wrongs of the past, by remov- 
ing the embargo. The JOURNAL is es- 
pecially pleased because of the location 
selected for the Asylum, but its local 
£ride does not prevent it from saying 
that the State lands near Reno was the 
chosen spot of nearly everyone who ex- 
pressed an opinion upon the subject. 
The Wushoe delegation in the Legisla 
tare are certainly entitled to the thanks 
of their constituents foi their unremit- 
ing efforts in 
impressing upon the 


member:, from other counties the im- 
perative necessity of the State building 
an Asylum at home, and of locating it 
*t Reno. Senator Schooling and As

special mention. They went at their 
>?ork with a will, aad never ceased 
until it was accomplished. They have 
tven particularly zealous in the dis- 
charge of their duties for this town and 
county. Beuo should also bear in kind 
rfmembereuce Senators Brumsey, Day-

Doohn, Farrell, Fox, Gallagher, 


Gibson, Hames, Henderson, Hobart,

A large quantity of Eastern butter is 


being shipped to the Pacific Coast. This 
•'Eastern butter" is almost exclusively 
'.othing more than "Bail butter," or as 


< t ih now politely called -'butterme" or 
".ileomurgarine." It is only rendered 
grease, and much of it taken from the 
dirty and rotten fatty scrapes from all 
kinds of dead animals. This grease is 
melted, the impurities settled off as 
much as possible, and then it is pu 
through a process of ascetic acid bath, 
which destroy us the nasty taste; and then 
by .coloring and other manipulations it 
is made to look like and taste something 
uke genuine butter. 
By recent analysis 


it has been proven that the compound 
contains the germs of many deseases, 
oven to tapeworm, which the acid bath 
is supposed to, but does not, destroy. 
The nasty stuff is neither fit to eat or 
cook with; and it is ouly fit for wagon 
grease. It ought to be made a felony 
co make it, or to deal in it, sell it, or 
knowingly nse it. Our legislature can- 
uot make a law too strict or severe 
against it. 


The heavy vote given in support of 


the Lottery bill by the Assembly a few 
days since, indicates either that the 
Democratic party of Nevada is willing 
to go on record as being in favor of 
nullification of our State Constitution, 
or that a large number of Assemblymen 
did not know, when they voted for the 
bill, that it is in direct antagonism to a 
provision of our Constitution which 
declares that no lottery shall be author- 
ized by this State, nor shall the sale of 
lottery tickets be allowed.

The 
Chinefe government conoede'a to> tUfct 
of th'e'jlnitid; States the right to- limit 
ot stipend the immigration, of 
laborer* when it considers it essentlal'to 
do 10, but the United States concedes in 
return that its subject* shall neither 
import opium into Chinese posts, nor 
deal in opium when imported; That 
means that the Chinese government in- 
tends to make it i> cardinal objpot of its 
policy to prohibit fooaign opium alto- 
gether, which .would enable it to estab- 
lish an internal monopoly, and im- 
mensely increase its arailnblo revenue. 
It is sure to press that point at the next 
opportunity upon England, and will 
have this argument to put forward — 
that every other State is allowed to 
regulate its owa taxes, and that India 
does at this moment prohibit the im- 
portation of opium. That argument is 
most difficult to resist, much more diffi- 
cult than the teetotal argument, which 
in China is insincere; and a stoppage of 
the opium trade, in the circumstances 
of India, wouid mean bankruptcy.
